The gOvV- 
ernment by a narrow margin yesterday 
was victorious in a trial of strength 
against the opposition, the new loan 
being approved by a vote of 291 to 
270. 

The debate yesterday was on the 
question of extending to the new loan 
the same immunity. from taxation as 
was enjoyed by the old rentes, and the 
yovernment again made it a question 
of a vote of confidence. The opposi- 
tion urged that to exempt the new rate 
would enable those investing exclusive- 
ly im these to evade unfairly the pro- 
jected income tax. Premier Barthon 
and M. Dumont, the minister of fin- 
ance, made cloquent appeals to the 
chamber to respect the traditional im- 
munity of the rentes. To lay this tax, 
they declared, would deala deadly blow 
to the financial prestige of France, but 
their appeals fell on deaf ears, The 
sitting grew toore uproarious and fre- 
quently the president rang his bell in 
a vain attempt to obtain erder. The 
result of the vote was- greeted with 
wild cheering by the members of the 
opposition while (he government forces 
appeared greatly depressed. 

Paris, Dec. 8—-All the pariies agree 
that the ministerial crisis precipitated 
by the vote in the chamber creates a 


situation of exceptional gravity. Tho} 


first immediate consequence {fs indefi- 
nitely to postpone the issue o? the loan 
which the necessity to meet the extra- 
ordinary military expenditures makes 
indispensable.

Successor a Difficult Problem, 


In finding a successor for M. Bar- 
thou, President Poincare is faced by 
a task of unusual difficulty and deli- 
eacy on account of the radical diverg- 
ence on capital questions’ existing be- 
tween the various troups- composing 
the republican majority, M. ‘Cailleaux 
as the leader of the victorious opposi- 
tion js entitled by tradition to the pre- 
miecrship, but he is opposed to the sys- 
tem of three years’ military service and 
to proportional representation, both of 
which were recently voted by the pres- 
ent chamber, Besides, yesterday's 
vote, whereby M. Cailleaux succeeded 
in beating the government {is almost 
certain to be reversed by the senate.

ONE DOPESTE R WHO 
MIXED HIS DOPE. 

Next to prognosticating on elections, forecasting redis- 
tribution is lately becoming one of the greatest political pas- 
times, and it is a poor day when some scribe does not send 
it message to the palpitating west indicating how the country 
is going to be divided in the next session of the house, The 
latest is one emanating from Calgary, which intends to show 


that the arrangement is one by w hich Calgary is to be divided 
three ways and a large section of adjacent territory taken in 
so as to use the overwhelmingly conservative vote in Calgary 
to swing three constituencies, one to the north, one to the 
south and one ‘to the east of the city, into the consérvative 
column. It also appears to be presumed that Edmonton and 
Strathcona are both conservative, as a large area of. adjacent 
territory is attached to the constituencies of these cities as well. 

The difficulty with the story is that the man who wrote 
it did nol know Alberta conditions. To split Calgary three 
ways and take in the whele surrounding territory would be 
to lose all three constituencies to the conservatives. Anyone 
who Knows Didsbury, Bow Valley, Gleichen ana the other 
adjacent provincial constituencies knows about how far the 
Calgary conservative majority would go in that country to- 
ward carrying the whole surrounding country into the con- 
servative column. In Edmontoi, the prognosticator was 
evidently under the misapprehension that this city is con- 
servative and could be made to carry a part of the provincial 
constituency of Victoria. The dopester who framed this 
array will surely have to guess again. Mr. Robert Rogers 
may not have much to recommend him as gn administrator, 
but he is altogether too good a politician to rig up a redistribu- 
tion which would give him no chance whatever in Edmonton 
and would lose him Calgary, the only seat he has a safe chance 
tom ake conservallye between ae innipeg and the Pacific Coast. 


TAKING THE TARIFF OFF 
THE DINNER TABLE. 

The Borden government is talking vaguely of an enquiry 
into the high cost of living, urged on by resolutions of the 
Montreal city council and other bodies. The liberal policy is 
not to waste time enquiring into conditions which everybody 
Knows to exist, but to take prompt steps to apply the proper 
remedy by taking the high duties off foodstuffs. It is the 
historic contrast between liberal action and tory inaction. 

While the conservatives have been trying to insinuate 
that the liberals, like themselves, had no definite tariff policy, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier has been carefully considering the situation 
ina broad statesman-like way, unhastened and tndeterred by 
hostile clamor, With his colleagues he studied the situation 
created by the new American tariff and the excessive and 
increasing cost of living in Canada. Then on Wednesday, 
November 26th, the liberal policy was announced to the 
country, at Hamilton, Ont. As was to be expected, it was a 
progressive enlargement of the previous liberal tarift policy, 
and one adapted to present conditions. Free food is its 
essence—the prompt taking off of the duties from the neces- 
sities of life so that the over-burdened Canadian con- 
sumer may live as cheaply as possible. The historic liberal 
policy was again to the front in Sir Wilfrid’s declaration that 
the problems of living must come before the building of 
dreadnoughts. There was no recrimigation, no hesitation, in 
Sir Wilfrid’s declaration. It was with the serene confidence 
of a great leader who knew that the future «ould justify his 
course that Sir Wilfrid laid down the policy upon which in all 
probability the next general election will be fought.

Inspired statements in the government press set forth 
that the total estimates for 1913-14 were over $200,060,000, 
of which probably more than $175,000,000 will be actually 
spent by the end of the year. Of course the estimates do not 
include statutory expenditures, agricultural aid, railway sub- 
sidies, provincial subsidies, ete., all of which will increase the 
spendings of this year to over $250,000,000, 

Including every item, estimates and statutory expendi- 
tures, the total spe nding of the liberal government for the year 
ending March, 1941, the last full year of liberal administration, 
was only $87,774,198.

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY: 


Major General Sir William Dillon Otter, 
one of Canada's most distinguished mill? 
tary man, was born near Clinton, Ont 
Seventy years ago today, the gon of Alfred 
Willam and Anna Otter Ho was edu- 
cated at Upper Canada ‘College, Toronto, 
and was famed as an athlete, He was 
espectally fond of the national game, la- 
crosse, and at one time was president of 
the National Lacrosse Assoctation, He be- 
gan his military career as a private In the 
Queen's Own Rifles of Toronto, and In 
{S64 was gazetted Iutenant, In 1865, 
shortly after attaining Ins majority, — he 
married Marlan, daughter of the Rey, James 
Porter, He saw active service during the 
Fenian ralds of 1866 and 1870, and was 
in command of the Queen's Own at the 
Lime Ridge action, recelving a medal with 
two clasps for his services. In the North- 
west rebelllon of 1885 he commanded the 
column that relleved Battleford, The 
crowning command of his career was that 
of the famous first contingent of Canadian 
froops to South Africa in 1899, He led 
his gallant men through the war, and was 
sertously wounded at Israel’s Port in April, 
1900, His services with the Royal Can- 
adlan Regiment were rewarded by tho 
bestowal of the Queen’s medal with four 
clasps, For many years he held distingu- 
ished positions in the Canadian militta or- 
ganization, and a year ago today he retired 
from the post of inspector-general — and 
military adviser to the Minister of Milita, 
He was Invested with the Order of tho 
Bath by King George, and many other 
honors have been showered upon him,
